None will be 
allowed to store wheat or rye for more 
than thirty days, and each elevator is 
required to make weekly reports of 
its transactions. 

Flour mills wil) be put under a li- 
censing system within a few days. 
They will be restricted to a maximum 
profit of twenty-five cents a barrel 
on flour and cannot make future sales 
more than thirty days in advance. The 
mills also will be required to hold 
their grain accumulations to a thirty 
days’ supply. 

As soon as the new wheat crop be 
gins to move through the mills, flour 
prices to the householders, according 
to the food administration, should 
drop at least three dollars a barrel,

LONDON, Sept. 10.—The Russian 


jgovernument is again facing a crisis, 
but apparently, With his blood and 
iron methods, Premier Kerensky has 
taken rigorous steps to combat it and 
to punish severely those of the opposi- 
tion elements who brought it about. 

Succinctly General Korniloff, com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, backed 
by a group of political agitators, has 
demanded for himself dictatorial pow- 
\ers by the surrender of the government 
into his hands. 


Korniloff's Mediary 

Kerensky naturally has refused to 
comply with the demand and has had 
incarcerated in the Petro Pavlovsk 
fortress M. Lvoff, member of the 
Duma, as Korniloff’s mediary, and 
who had wrung from him the details 
of the plot to overthrow the govern- 
ment and bring about a return of the 
despotic regime. The names of the 
chief conspirators in this plot also 
have been ascertained, and these men 
doubtless will receive merited pun- 
ishment at the hands of the govern- 
ment. 

As for Korniloff, he has been de- 
posed from the chief command of the 
army, while General Lokomsky has 
been pronounced a traitor for refus- 
ing to take up Korniloff’s duties.

The roar of escaping eteam from 
the broken pipe was heard all over the

what the matter was. It seemed as

repudiate. This was not the spirit of 
British fair play. Who are to be 
disfranchised? he asked a few Ger- 
mans, but those from Austria are not 
of German origin. They are mostly 
of Slav origin and thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with the aims of the allies in 
this War. 
Disfranchises Women 

But this was not all, he continued. 
The government coolly proposed by 
this measure to take away the fran- 
chise of the women of fi@e Canadian 
provinces——Ontario, Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta and British Col- 
umbla—there women according to law 
had now the right to vote in Dimon- 
ion elections. This point, said Sir Wil- 
frid, was, as he knew, @isputed, but in 
his opinion women who had been giv- 
en the right to vote in provincial elec- 
tions had also the right to vote in 
Dominion elections, 

The government proposed to en- 
franchise the female relations of the 
soldiers at the front. He thoroughly 
approved of this, These women had 
made supreme sacrifices, but other 
women who had not the privilege and 
pleasure of being represented at the 
front had worked day and night, had 
done everything short of actually going 
to the frenches, Should they not also 
be given the right to vote? 

Not by Free Parliament 

The measure, said Sir Wilfrid, was 
one which could not be accepted by 
a free parliament. It was not a good 
measure; it was a retrograde and Ger- 
man measure, 

“Do you believe,” said the leader of 
the opposition, “that after the war is 
over, When we send our immigration 
agents to Europe to ask for immi- 
grants, that they will get them’ if we 
| Pass this legislation? Do you believe 
} that immigrants will be disposed to 
come to a country Where we forsook 
| our pledges? No, they will go to the 
| United States, where they are assured 
of their rights as citizens.” 

In closing, Sir Wilfrid said that the 
United States had made more progress 
for war in six months than Canada 
had in three years, yet no one thought 
of disfranchising any citizens, ul- 
though the country was overrun with 
Spies,

Explanatory Announcement by the 
Minister of Justice | 


HE MILITARY SERVICE ACT has received the assent of the Governor-General, and ie 
now part of the law of the tand. It will be enforced accordingly, and the patnotism and 
sense of the people can be relied upon to support it. Resistance to ite enforcement, 
owever, by word or act must and will be repressed, as resistance to any other law in force must be. 


Reinforcements Under Military Service Act Immediately Required 


It is the intention of the Government immediately to exercise the power which the Act confers, and 
to call out men for military service in order to provide reinforcements for the Canadian Forces. 
This is necessary, since the military authorities report that the reserves available or in sight for 
reinforcement: will shortly be exhausted unless this step be taken. 


First Call Limited to Men Between 20 and 34, Who Were Unmarried, or 
Widowers Without Children, on July 6, 1917 


The present call will be limited to men not in the schedule of exceptions, who were unmarried or 
widowers without children on 6th July, 1917, are at least twenty years of age, and were born on or 
since 1st January, 1883. Of this class, all those will be entitled to conditional exemption whose ser- 
vices in their present occupations, agricultural, industrial or other, are essential in the national 
interest, and whose business or domestic responsibilities are such that serious hardships would ensue 
if their services be required. Conscientious scruples based upon a prohibition of combatant service by 
the articles offaith of the religious denomination to which men belong will also be respected. The men firet 
required to serve wil! consequently be those who can be called upon with the least disturbance of the 
economic and social life of the country. 


Civil Tribunals to Deal with Exemptions 


Questions of exemption will be determined, not by the military authorities or by the Government, 
but by civil tribunals composed of representative men who are familiar with local conditions in the 
communities in which they serve, who will generally have personal knowledge of the economic and 
family reasons which those whose cases come before them have had for not volunteering their ser- 
vices, and who will be able sympathetically to estimate the weight and importance of such reasone. 
Provincial Appellate Tribunals, constituted from the existing judiciary of the respective Provinces, 
will be provided to correct mistakes made by Local Tribunals, and a Central Appeal! Tribunal! for 
the whole of Canada, selected from among the present Judges of the Supreme Court of Canada, will 
be constituted in order that identical principles may be applied throughout the country. In thin 
way every man may rest assured of the fair and full consideration of his circumstances and the 
national! requirements, both civil and military. 


Proclamation Will Annou-~ the Day 
\ A proclamation Will issue cai @@ out the bachelors and widowers referred to, and fixing a day on or 
before which every man mus» port for service to the military authorities, unless he has before- 


that day made an application ‘or exemption. 


How to Apply for Exemption 
Applications for exemption may be made by; written notice on forms which will be available at every 
post office, and will be transmitted free of postage. They will not, however, be required to be made 
in this way, but may be presented by the applicants in person to the Exemption Tribunals. The 
cases of those who have given written notice in advance will have precedence, and appearance in person 
will therefore be likely to involve considerably more inconvenience and delay to the men concerned, 
so that it is recommended that advantage be generally taken of the facilities for written application.

Exemption Tribunals in All Parts of Canada 
The Local Exemption ‘Tribunals will be constituted with the least delay possible, consistent with the 
selection of representative individuals to compose them, and the instruction of the members in their 
duties. There wfll be more than one thousand of such Tribunals throughout Canada, each consist- 
ing of two members, one of whom will be nominated by a Joint Committee of Parliament, and the 
other by one of the Judges of the existing courts. Every effort will be made by the wide distribu- 
tion of Tribunals, and by provision where necessary for their ane 5s more than one place, to mini- 


mize the inconvenience to which men will be put in obtaining the disposition of their cases. 

A Registrar will be appointed in each Province, who will be named in the proclamation, and to whom 

er juiries may be addressed. Each Provincial Registrar will tranamit to the appropriate Tribunal 
4 t! applications for exemption which have been submitted in advance of the sittings, and men who 
have sent these in will not be required to attend the Tribunals until notified to do so. Other ap- 


plicants should attend personally on the Tribunal without notice.
